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Elephant Scroll Saw Woodworking Project 


Looks pretty good and is so easy to make. 


Colours 

I left the tusks, feet and 3 sections in the trunk as the natural pine colour. 

The body and legs I stained a dark colour as a contrast to the tusks and feet. 

The head, ears and most of the trunk I stained a rich red/brown. 

I left the end of the trunk dark which I think now was a mistake. Doesn’t show up well and an upturned 
trunk is important. Good karma. My karma ran over your dogma. 
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Body and legs backing piece 


Timber thickness 
12mm to 19mm (to 3/4” thick) 
Whatever you have hanging around. 


No need to apply stain above this line as it 
won’t be seen behind the head and ~ 


Approx grain direction. 
Not very important. 


Cut off this leg and sand 
it a little thinner than the 
rest. 

It’s a back leg so should 
look as if it’s behind the 
front ones. 


Cut off the feet and leave them the 
natural timber colour. 

Glue them back on after you’ve 
stained the rest. 
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Head, ears, trunk and tusks 
Cut out of one piece of timber. Or cut tusks separately out of something lighter. 


Tusks 

Cut out of the same piece of timber as 
the rest but don’t stain. 

or 

Cut the tusks separately out of your 
lightest timber. 

or 

Bleach the tusk timber to lighten it. 
(Details of bleaching and ebonising 
timber on our web site). 


Eyes 

! Stain first then drill with a 
woodworking point and spur bit. 

or 

! Drill 6mm (%”) diameter hole and 
insert light coloured dowel. 

! Drill 3mm (%”) diameter hole and 
insert dark dowel. 


leave natural 
timber coloy, 
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Positioning Head on top of Body 
Grey area shows the body and legs behind the head, ears and trunk.
